W ith an utter disregard of the dam ­ 
age that book writing might do him, 
he launched upon the public his 
“ Tw enty Years of Congress,” and it 
m ust be adm itted that, as a literary 
venture pm e ami simple, it was a 


g o o d deal oi a success. But he seems 
to he inspired with the spirit of Ajax 
defvi ng the l.uhtnings. and a second 
time h e has courted his Nemesis by 
preparing a book of 620 pages which 
contains hie 'speeches in Congress 
mod a num ber of hi* R ate pafwr», 
written while he was Garfield’s Sec­ 
r e ta r y of State. 
Although we have 
not seen this latter work, we are in­ 
clined to think that this time the 
M aine politician 
has, figuratively 
speaking, thrown his fat into the tire. 
With his customary audacity, lie bus

Schools W .M Friesnersays: “ The sub­ 
ject w hich lirat demands my attention, 
as well uh th at of every citizen, ia the 
crowded condition of oar schools. 
We 
are at the present time conducting th ir­ 
teen double sessions. 
A double session 
is composed of two schools tau g h t for 
half u day each by one teuoln r. 
These 
pupils work under two (lisad\antage<>: 
they get fewer hours iu school uud less 
thorough instruction while there, on ae- 
count of the overworked condition of 
tbe teacher which necessarily follows. 
It has Ucoin^ necessary ibis yeftr, for 
the reason given above, to allow the 
h'gh Fchool pupils only half-day sessions. 
N otwithstanding the addition'll rooms 
erected during tho nast summer, the dc 
partm ent is btill sadly in need of about 
twenty-four rooms, as followss Thirteen 
to accommodate tbe double sessions, 
three for the high school, uud tig h t to 
take the pine-a of rooms which, for the 
sake of decuucy, to say nothing of com­ 
fort uud tbu i. liuem-u on children,ought 
fo be abandoned. Tho cause of this state 
of Bffairs is eusy to find—it is lack of 
funds. Tbe department absolutely needs 
during the coming summer, for tho pur­ 
pose of buying ground, erecting build­ 
ings ami furnishing them, $100,000. 
'•H ow «ball the money be obtained ? 
W ill not ev. iy cit zen who reads this 
urge oar legislators to give us laws by 
which bonds may*he issued, or som* 
other in rani provided for iclief ? 
"T he lack cf fluids for tho past three 
years has caused each school year to bu 
shortened, ai d, a» a conscqneuce, all 
claim i are In hind the .course of study. 
"T here is quite a demand for night 
schools in thu city owing tu the number 
of person* of school age who work dur­ 
ing the day, yet are desirous of obtaining 
an education. 
We are often called «pon 
to adm it pupils to school for half a day 
in order ih:»t they may woik the other 
half day. 
N ight schools should be es­ 
tablished, y tt 1 see uo way to do it until 
more fuuds can iu some way be pro­ 
vided." 
This lack of funds lo comluet properly 
the most im portant branch of govern­ 
m ental institutions i» calling forth con­ 
siderable comment here, and a number 
of th e citi/. »U6 have complained that 
their children could not obtain 
A PROPER EDUCATION 
In 
Angeles. 
A repre#rntativc of 
tbe H e r a l d called on Superintendent 
of Schools, W . M. Friesoer yesterday, 
for the purpose of i.soertainiug what 
could and etiould be doue in relation to 
the obtaining of fund» to tnt-ol the neces­ 
sities so apparent. 
Mr. Friera or stated 
i hat them bud been no action taken in 
the m atter as yet, bnt iu his opinion 
something should be done a t once. 
If 
possible, and if the money needed can 
not be isiscd in any other way, bands 
should he issued. 
The money on hand 
now is scarcely sufficient to carry the 
school» through until th e summer vaca­ 
tion, aud there is uo hope of being able 
to supply accommodation for tho num­ 
erous children who are now awaiting 
admission into the schools and who 
aro entitled to public education.
